It was some time last Spring that Mrs. Co- 
vllle read in a paper that Idle stove-pipe might 
be kept from rusting by filling tbe lengths with 
bits of carpet, rags, elc. After tho parlor 
stove was taken down m May, she made a 
trial of the recipe by filling one of the lengths 
as advised.

T he Mj-sttery of H ard T im es. 
A Dayton, Ohio, journal endeavors to clear 
up this mystery a little by publishing some 
statistics that should be impressive. It shows 
that in that city of 30,000 inhabitants there 
are 510 bar-rooms, which consume daily nine 
barrels of common whisky, 400 kegs oí lager 
beer aud as many of ale, to say nothing of tho 
finer kinds of wines and liquors, which ore 
used to a considerable extent. Besides the 
above, the local consumption of tobacco 
amounts to 15,000 cigars, 200 pounds of smok­ 
ing and 120 pounds of chewing tobacco daily. 
The editor, after a careful study of the figures, 
cyphers out that a bar-keeper, at ten cents a 
drink, gets $300 for a barrel of whiskey that 
costs forty. Tills does not mean hard times 
for him, certainly, whatever may be the case 
with those who give him the profit of $200 per 
barrel. Tho expenditure of Dayton for whis­ 
ky, malt liquors and tobacco is more than 
five times wbat it lays out for bread. The fig­ 
ures of our foreign trade balances are not so 
important as these, to a great many at least.

The expression “ county jill,” it appears, is 
legally held to designate either the peahen 
tiury or Ludlow street Jail.

an extent that W arden Tracy yesterday af­ 
ternoon had commenced preparing quarter?

On Saturday, after the usual efforts of coun­ 
sel to prevent, Win. M. Tweed, once ruler of 
New York city and sovereign of the state, vva9 
sentenced to twelve years in tho penitentiary 
and fined $12,750. 
Most people will think 
this an inadequate punishment for so great 
crimes against the public weal as he has com­ 
mitted; but Judge Davis has, we think, acted 
wisely in not using his power to its full extent. 
Tweed has a full set of counsel, as keen as 
briars, on the alert for the least hook upon 
which to hang a pretext for an appeal, and it 
was better for the Judge to err on the side of 
mercy than give Tweed his full deserts. 
It 
would probably have done the entire commu­ 
nity good to live and have seen Tweed serve 
a year for each count of the iudictment, but 
belter twelve than run the risk of none. 
Of course there will be much political credit 
taken tor this conviction, as there certainly 
deserves to be. 
Everybody who has honeslly 
and faithfully assisted should receive the 
hearty thanks of the people of the city and 
slate. 
Upon the Democratic side Samuel J. 
Tilden stands prominent. 
His wonderfully 
skilful table of the bank deposits and checks 
of the Ring members was the keystone of the 
prosecution. 
Without Mr. Tilden aud bis 
Democratic coadjutors the war against Tweed 
would have failed, aud the partisan who neg­ 
lects to award them full praise will show a 
niggardly spirit.

man-at-large. 
It is related to bis credit, ap­ 
ropos to his being about to take bis seat in Con­ 
gress next week, that he refused, before he was 
engaged on behalf of the prosecution, to accept 
a heavy relamer from Tweed and the rest. All 
honor to Lyman Tremain for thus maintain­ 
ing the dignity ol his profession and the un- 
flinchiug perseverance aud skill with which be 
has pushed the case until the criminal Is caged.

clear of the wreck and remained by it till 
daylight. 
Captain Tidmarsh was on the 
bridge at the time of the disaster, perfectly 
cool, and took in the whole situation at a

lie ordered the boats to be cleared 
away, <fcc., and perished by sticking to bis 
vessel till the last. 
Five minutes after striking the ship’s poop 
was under water. 
Mr. McK-n lar, of the

steward, were drowned iu the cabin.

rest were swept off the decks by the heavy 
seas, which iu a few hours reduced the steamer 
to atoms.

T fiE BOSS IN J A IL A N D COM­ 
P L E T E L Y D EH O R ULLZED; 


Brought Into C o u rt for Sentouae- 
New Your, Nov. 22—12 JO P. M.—Tweed 
was brought Into court this morning for sen­ 
tence. 
An Immense crowd was present. Dis­ 
trict Attorney Phelps with Messrs. Alien, Tre­ 
main, Clinton and Peckham appeared for the 
prosecution. 
Messrs. Graham, Root, Fuller­ 
ton and Bartlett were present in behalf of the 
prisoner. 
As eoon as Judge Dav¡3 entered Phelps 
called up the writ of habeas corpus case of 
Sarah Alien aud Maggie Jourdan aud Laur­ 
ence Phillips,and asked that they be dismissed 
on the ground that the General Sessions Grand 
Jury have Indicted them. 
Mr. Howe, counsel 
for the prisoners, asked that the writs stand 
over till Monday, as the point is raised ou the 
power of the Grand Jury to find the bill pend­ 
ing investigation before a police magistrate. 
The court so ordered. 
*.Mr. Graham then commenced bis argument 
on the motion to arrest judgment in the Tweed 
case, arguing that Tweed was a Senator aud 
probably preseut when the act of April 26th, 
1870, wa3 passed, taking power from tho 
Board of Supervisors and giving It to its 
own agents, the new Commissioners of Audit, 
a proceeding wholly unconstitutional. 
After Graham had argued at length on this 
and other points, aud claiming that the court 
had no jurisdiatiou, Judge Davi3 replied: “If 
the act of 1873 chauged the statute of limita­ 
tion as claimed, being ex post facto law, it 
and it alone is void, and has no operative 
effect on existiug law as to the law of 1873 
abolishing act of 1870; he would be slow to 
hold that it wiped out the ponding indictme t.” 
Tweed was <heu sentenced to twelve years 
in the penitentiary ou Blackwell's Island aud 
to pay a fine of §12,750. 


HOW t h e boss t a k e s it. 


N ew Y o rk, N ov. 23.—Immediately after 
sentence was pronounced Tweed was taken 
In charge by Deputy Sheriffs Shield aud Cahill 
and by them taken into the room of the Su­ 
premo Court chambers. 
Tweed retired to a 
distant corner of tho room, where he was 
shortlyjoiucd by bis brother and his two sons, 
with whom he engaged in earnest conversa­ 
tion. 
The great criminal looked an utterly 
broken man. 
All the old confidence that in 
the days of his prosperity had characterized 
his demeanor had vanished and in its place 
was an air of despondency that proclaimed a 
man without hope. 
Even while engaged iu 
conversation with his rolaties he kept his head 
bowed and shaded bis eye3 with his hand. 
About 5 o’clock all not immediately con­ 
nected with the defeudant received au intima­ 
tion from the Deputy Sheriffs to retire. 
Upon 
this many of those present in the room 
stepped to where Tweed was seated and sor­ 
rowfully bade him farewell. 
Toward 6 o’clock the Sheriff's officers took 
the prisoner from the room of the Supreme 
Court chambers and brought him down to the 
Sheriff’s office. 
There be was soon joined by 
his counsel and measures were at once adopt­ 
ed toward obtaining a stay of proceedings 
and au order for a new trial. 
At that 
time it had just become known that Judge 
Davis had sentenced the prisoner to the pen­ 
itentiary and not to the Ludlow street jail. 
The expression “ county jail,” it appears, is 
legally held to designate either the penilen 
tiary or Ludlow street jail. 
A contrary im­ 
pression, however, had prevailed aud to sucli 
an extent that W arden Tracy yesterday af­ 
ternoon had commenced preparing quarters 
for Tweed and was in momentary expectation 
of his arrival at the prison. 
When the friends 
of Tweed realized that the penitentiary was his 
destined place of detention they were filled 
with dismay, as was the convict himself. 


VAIN EFFORTS TO OBTAIN A STAY. 
The first quarter, it is understood, in which 
an effort was made to obtain a stay was from 
Judge Pratt. 
He, however, absolutely refused 
to interfere In the matter and said he could 
see no grounds whatever for granting a stay; 
that the trial appeared to have been conducted 
with the utmost fairness towards the defend­ 
ant. 
Judge Pratt, it seems, wa9 the main re- 
liauce of the defence aud his refusal to inter­ 
fere utterly disconcerted them. 
When Tweed 
learned of the failure to obtain a stay 
of proceedings 
from 
Judge 
Pratt 
be 
was, 
it is said, 
utterly 
broken 
down. 
Those who witnessed his agitation during the 
weary and anxious hours that elapsed be­ 
tween the time of his conviction and midnight, 
while his zeaious counsel wore striving to ob­ 
tain a stay, did uot hesitate to say that he 
will not long survive if consigned to the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Judge Graham was also applied to, bat re­ 
fused to grant a stay aud all efforts having 
proved ineffectual about one o’clock the com­ 
mitments were made out aud the Sheriff's dep­ 
uties intimated to the prisoner that the time 
was come for them to take him to the Tombs. 
Tweed expressed his readiness to accompany 
them and accordingly the party left the 
Sheriff’s office and entered a carriage which 
was iu waiting outside the Court House. 
The prisoner wag accompanied by his two 
sons and Mr. Edlsten, one of his counsel. 
Ariving at the Tomb3 admittance was rapidly 
obtained and Deputy Sheriff Shields at once 
transferred his prisoner to the custody of the 
night Warden. Wbilethe Warden was engaged 
in preparing quarters for his unexpected 
guest. 
Tweed engaged In earnest consulta­ 
tion with his sous. 
At length the Warden 
informed him that his cell was ready. 
The prisoner then look au affectionate fare­ 
well of bis sons and others present, shaking 
hands with each in turn and bidding them 
good bye. 
The Warden then conducted him 
to his cell, which is that known as No. C, on 
the first tier. 


HOW TWEED SPENT SUNDAY. 


N ew Y o rk, N ov. 23.—Tweed passed the 
day in cell No. 4 of the Tombs. 
This is the 
condemued cell, in 
which murderers are 
placed awaiting execution. 
It was assigned 
to Tweed because it is more comfortable, 
being near the stove and warmer than most 
of the others. 
No one was admitted to see 
tho prisoner except members of his own 
family. 
Among them were his two sons, who 
passed a consideraole time with him. 
Tweed 
had slept well during the night and looked 
less pale and agitated than yesterday.

spent a large part of the afternoon writing. 
The attempt to get a stay of proceedings 
will be resumed to-morrow.

During an interview with a prominent Sen­ 
ator President Grant is said to have used tho 
following language: 
“ When the government makes every pre­ 
paration for an aggressive or defensive policy, 
fits outs its navy and does everything to make 
tho army effective up to the limit or calling for 
troops, you can put whatever construction you 
please on such activity. 
If I were to judge of 
such movements as a civilian I should say 
they were warlike. I do not remember of any­ 
thing of the kind having been done in this 
country which was not the preface to peace 
or satisfaction for our offended honor. 
So 
far, I believe, our history sustains me In tbis 
assertion. 
If my message to Congress does 
not convey this idea it wifi be because I forget 
the words in which to express it.” 
A Herald special from Washington says: 
The Spauish objections to our demands are 
the following: 
- First, that the Virginius is uot an Amer­ 
ican ship, as she was owned by Cubaus 
and registered in the name of Patterson, re­ 
siding in New York. 
Second, that she has forfeited even this false 
registry by subsequent sale to other parties. 
Third, that she lias frequently sailed during 
the past two years under Hags of other coun­ 
tries. 
Fourth, that General Ryau was not a citizen 
of the United States. 
Fifth, that the Virginius at the time of cap­ 
ture was engaged iu an unlawful expedition 
against a friendly power.

A Spanish. Slaughter»XLoaee. 
A gentleman arrived la this city yesterday 
whose loD g residence on tho island of Cuba 
has made him very familiar with its topo­ 
graphical aspect as well as with the manners 
and customs of its Inhabitants. 
For many 
months be has resided at Santiago do Cuba, 
and on more than one occasion lie has wit­ 
nessed the vengeance of the Spaniards at that 
place. 
His Information concerning the man­ 
ner In which the executions are conducted is 
of peculiar Interest at the present lime. 
The : 
city of S an tiag o s on the southern side of a 
gently 
sloping bill. 
A narrow harbor is | 
strongly guarded at its entrance, and after a ¡ 
Sfig»2ag course opens into a commodious 1 
basin, wbero the Tesiels may lie at anchor. 
On the «bore the city is situated. 
From the 
harbor tbc calle del Theatro leads Into the ¡ 
center of the city. 
At a distance of several ; 
hundred yards from the harbor Is the prison : 
where the captives are confined. 
It is a low, I 
gloomy looking structure, only two stories in 
height, nnd Is built of stone or granite. From 
this place the prisoner often goes forth to exe­ 
cution. 
These executions always take place 
lu the slaughter-house,about three-fourths of a 
mile distant. 
It was there that the Virginius’ 
victims ended their lives. From the prison 
near the centre of the city thecalledel Theatro 
makes a somewhat sudden curve. 
On the 
morning of an execution, the battalion of vol­ 
unteers are summoned at an early hour from 
the barracks, and proceed to the prison. The 
prisoners are led forth, bound, and the solemn 
procession then takes up its death inarch. In 1 
the van are the musicians, whose oniy instru- i 
moots are two drums, which are beat with a 
j 
low, ominous sound and measured regularity. | 
The street leads out of the city toward tiie 
west, past the Hotel Theatro, the office of the 
United States Consul, and further on the office 
of the British Consul. 
Out iuto the suburbs runs the broad, un­ 
shaded street, and on au eminence, which 
may be seen from every portion of the city, 
stands the buildiug where the victims die. 
It 
is a low whitewashed structure of forbidding 
aspect—an adobe bouse with a steep roof, 
which projects fur beyond its walls on either 
side. 
Around this building is a trench, into 
which the waters front the roof fall. 
It is 
about two feet deep. 
On the upper side of 
this building the procession halts and forms a 
hollow 
square, 
with the prisoners in the 
centre. 
The side next tne slaughter-house is 
opened, and the victims arc led to the border 
of the trench with faces turned toward the 
wall. 
In the midst of the hollow square stands 
the Colonel and the priests. 
The duties of the spiritual advisers being at 
length performed, they retire with the Colonel 
and at a signal (torn the latter the whole com­ 
pany tires. 
The unfortunate victims fall for­ 
ward iuto the trench, some dead, some dying, 
others slightly wounded. 
Tho artillery force, 
who have been stationed in the background, 
uow advance and drive their clumsy carriages 
carelessly over the victims. 
Several limes is 
this part of the ceremony repeated and it is 
by that time supposed that all are dead. The 
dead wagons are then heaped with corpses, 
among which is sometimes seen a still quiver­ 
ing body. 
A half mile away they are buried, 
aud the soldiery disperse to their barracks. 
The slaughter-house is scarred and battered 
with bullets on its northern side.

and children pour forth from its streets and 
press forward in the throng. 
As the victims 
fall dying iu the trenches these crowds push 
madly forward to view the bleeding bodies, 
the military give way for a moment, and not 
until that moment arrives are the appetites of 
the bloodthirsty spectators sated.—Neto York 
Tribune.

T it o P o u f f l i k c a p s i c B r i d g e . 
Friday morning Messrs. J. H. Lindville, P. 
P. Dickinson ami others made a final exami­ 
nation of the ground over which the land ap­ 
proaches to the great Poughkoepsie Bridge 
are to be constructed, aud fixed upon a loca­ 
tion of the line, preparatory to tho tiling of 
the maps and the beginning of work, which 
will take place next week. 
The Bridge itself will extend front a point 
on tho west side of the river three hundred 
and fifty feet south of the Ferry Landing and 
extends across at right angles to the channel 
to a point 011 this side between the Ferry 
House and the Shatemuc Boat Club House.— 
Four piers will be located in the river, at equal 
distance apart, and one ou the shore ou each 
side, just at the bottom of the blufl. 
These 
piers will be of granite, founded on the bed 
rock, and will be carried up to a height of 130 
feet above the surface of the river at high 
water mark. 
On these will rest the heavy 
iron and steel trusses, each 500 feet long and 
between sixty and seventy feet in height, the 
railroad track being on the top chord, or near­ 
ly 200 feet above the water. 
The line of the approach on this side will 
ieavo the river at the point mentioned, near 
the Ferry Landing, and cross the top of the 
Reynolds Hill, where a smaller pier will bo 
placed. Thence it runs iu a line nearly straight, 
crossing Dutchess avenue and Albany street 
at the south corner of the same; Delafleld 
street at a point midway between Luther El- 
ting’s house and 
Parker street; Talmadge 
street half way between Iloflman and Duaue 
streets; pas-ing over the barn on the south 
liuo of the old Gager place, now owned by the 
Messrs. Buckingham, and crossing Washing­ 
ton street from the northwest corner of Gif­ 
ford avenue to the southeast corner of Parker 
avenue or North street. 
All these streets will 
go under the track, which will be about twen­ 
ty feet above the grade of Washington street 
at the point of crossing. 
In fact the line 
west of Washington street will be a continua­ 
tion of tho bridge itself, on shorter spans.— 
East of Washington street an embankment 
will take its place. 
From ■Washington street 
the line coutinues across the Fallklli at the 
crossing of Balding avenue, or where Balding 
avenue would cross if it were put through.— 
It passes under the grade of Garden street 
just south of Zimmer avenue aud thence cross­ 
ing the creek again, lead3 to the junction 
w ith tho Poughkeepsie & Eastern Railroad at 
Hamilton Street. 
In all probability a depot 
will be made either at Washington or Garden 
street for Poughkeepsie passengers. 
A meeting of the Directors of the Company 
will be held,as we have already stated, in New' 
York on Tuesday nest to give a formal ap­ 
proval to this line and authorize the begin­ 
ning of the construction. 
Meantime every­ 
thing is to be got iu readiness, and ou Wed­ 
nesday next it is expected to break ground 
for the great enterprise. 
Work will be begun 
on the pier on top of the Reynolds Ilill, ad­ 
joining the Ferry Lauding, and will be pushed 
forward rapidly, though probably but u small 
force of men will be employed at present.— 
Poughkeepie Eagle.

B aaacherhi Concert, 
Tho musioal entertainment given by this 
gentleman at Music Hall on Friday evening 
last was but slimly attended. Perhaps It is 
too much to expect that the majority of peo­ 
ple should understand and enjoy classical 
music, still we think It a very sorry compli­ 
ment to the citizens of Kingston that such a 
wretched representation sat with so much ap­ 
parent weariness through oue of the best per­ 
formances ever given In the place. 
We, in 
saying this, do not forget that there are m 
many “ publics ” as there are differsnt kinds 
of entertainment to appeal to them; and that 
tho higher and nobler the character of that 
appeal the smaller will be the “ public ” which 
it addresses. 
Common Uance-mnsic, simple 
songs and ballad3, and those horrible abor­ 
tion* called “ com ic” melodies, enter easily 
into the average soul and for them the bot­ 
tom stamp is readily paid out. 
But when 
perfect artlsls reuder tbe great compositions 
of the masters of musical thought, they run a 
terrible risk of being voted bores—even by 
the stylish few who go, not for the music, 
but because it is au fait, the Lhlug to do. 
Said one lady with a heavily-trimmed bonnet 
and conspicuous bracelets and lorgnette to 
another of her “ set,” pointing to the musi­ 
cians as the latter made their opening saluta­ 
tion, 
“ I 1condah wheah those creatuahs 
came fro m I ’’ 
Another yoang lady was af 
fected with an almost uucontrollable sense of 
the ludicrous daring a vocal solo by Mrs. Fox. 
Two or three other young ladies kept up a 
running accompaniment of sibilant whisper­ 
ing through the grandest passages of some 
of the finest orchestral selections. 
We do 
not blame those dulcet damsels at all, for their 
sort of human nature must keep fussing about 
or explode with suppressed sensibility and un- 
vemilated emotion. 
These little disagreea­ 
bles aside, the concert was thoroughly enjoy­ 
able. 
Had we space and lime we should be 
glad to particularize. 
Mrs. Fox’s singing of 
the cavatina from “ The Troubadour” showed 
her to possess a sweet, round and full voiee, 
of medium capabilities and completely at the 
lady's command. 
She richly deserved the 
encore she did not receive. 
The slight arts 
of the prim a donna in which Mrs. Fox in­ 
dulged, such as smiling upon and gracefully 
throwing a kiss at her audience after a recall, 
was altogether wasted in that atmosphere. 
Prof. Krause’s piano solo was a decidedly ar­ 
tistic and conscientious performance. 
He ig­ 
nored all the cheap trickery and sensational­ 
ism of fingering and manaer which, in some 
performers upon the piano, wins them the 
applause of the pit. He made no by-play with 
the stool and tbe music-stand, as Is the habit 
of an artist who is old enough and good 
enough to know better—that is Mr. S. B. 
Mills of New York. 
Prof. Krause i* mani­ 
festly a inode3t and sensible man as well as a 
painstaking and most satisfactory pianist.— 
The instrumental quartette gave two move­ 
ments from Beethoven’s “Symphonic Eroica” in 
a way that would hardly have failed to con­ 
tent an old habitue of the Philharmonic.— 
The “ Marche Fúnebre," which is perhaps one 
of the saddest and mo3t profound productions 
of that master of seutimeut and feeling in 
muiic—Beethoven— was worthily interpreted; 
and the fact that some few of the audience 
read the newspapers and oue or two sweetly 
slept through it all need be no reproach to the 
artists. 
The violinism of Mr. Scbiever left 
uothing to be desired, and the collo solo of 
Prof. Werner merited more than the encore to 
which he kindly responded. 
We hope the 
concert was a financial success also, but we 
doubt it.

The creditors of Uriah Krnm, tbe bankrupt 
of the town of Olive, are having a fight over 
the lawyers’ bills that have come rolling iu In 
a manner that threatens to absorb the whole 
estate. 
There have been three meetings be­ 
fore Hon. E. Whittaker, the register iu bank­ 
ruptcy at Saugerties, for the purpose of hav- 
ing tbe assiguee, Samuel Frame, declare a 
dividend upon the assets remaining in his 
hand3. 
Tho amount of the asset? exclusive 
of assignee’s account is $1400. 
The petitioning creditor is C. F. Brill,whose 
claims are upon three notes, which amount In 
the aggregate to about $1500. 
Before tho pe­ 
tition in bankruptcy was filed actions were 
commenced on these uotes in the Supreme 
Court, au I the defendant plead usury. 
Mr. 
Brill filed bis petition in bankruptcy on these 
same claims, and an objection was made to 
paying dividends until such suits had been de­ 
cided. 
The bankrupt was represented by 
Carpenter & Fowler, attorneys, who filed a 
claim of $350 for counsel fee in assisting 
their client in opposing the proceedings in 
bankruptcy. 
This bill was objected to as 
enormous and unauthorized. 
Another claim 
was presented Jby Marias Schoonmaker, at­ 
torney for Brill, to the amount of £250. This 
was also objected to. 
J. M. YanWagoneu ap­ 
peared for the assignee, and presented bis 
bill in assignee's account of $90 for legal ser­ 
vices iu assisting ttio assignee. 
This was ob­ 
jected to. 
In the assignee’s account is also a 
bill of $63, counsel fee, which was also ob­ 
jected to. 
A. T. Clearwater appeared lu the 
case for Wm. V. N. Boice, Uriah North and 
Daniel M. Ballard, whose claims amount In tbe 
whole to $1552. 
The case is contested in a most bitter man­ 
ner, and tbo last hearing, which was had on 
tho 19th and 20tb, was taken up entirely with 
the presentation of the claims, objections to 
the same, aud arguments of counsel. 
There 
Is no doubt tbe case will go to the District 
Court, no m atter bow the Register decides.— 
The next hearing is put down for the 23d of 
December at 10 A. M. 


A u tiq u c F u r n itu r e . 
The Troy Daily Times in its issue on Thurs­ 
day evening contains the following: “ The 
most antique piece of furniture ever brought 
to this city is now at the warerooms of Green 
& Waterman on River street. 
It is an ancient 
Bideboard, and is constructed of black oak. 
The lnscripion on the front in angular letters 
and figures tells that it wa3 made ‘ MTH 7, 
1705.’ 
It is 168 years old. 
A gentleman re­ 
siding iu this city is now the fortunate owner 
of this valuable relic. 
The sideboard was 
made for the present owner’s great-grand­ 
father in the parish of Llyssyfran iu Pembrok- 
8hire, South Wales, and has remained in the 
family mansion there until very recently.— 
During a visit to the dwelling place of his an­ 
cestors this gentleman discovered the relic in 
a garret. 
It had been taken apart and the 
pieces were tied together. 
Upon manifesting 
a desire to secure it, tbe lady now residing in 
tho mansion presented it to the gentleman.
